Since no people can offer any other than a sentimental reason 
for attachment to their particular denomination of Protestantism, 
there is no good reason why all the sects should be represented in 
one community. For many years the different denominations 
have joined forces to secure an evangelist who represented the 
religion of only one of the participating bodies, and today there is 
a movement on foot to have all the towns of several states “evan- 
gelized” in that fashion. All the ministers of the local churches 
will sit on the speaker’s platform, and apparently endorse every- 
thing that he preaches. The people are urged to become Chris- 
tians, to take Christ as their Savior, and, in the estimation of the 
ministers, all who do so are saved. They are not given reasons 
why they should belong to this or that denomination, but at the 
cose of the evangelistic service they are asked to specify their 
church preference, so that they may be called on by the minister 
who represents the denomination which they favor most. 

Observe that the evangelist does not tell them which form of 
Christianity Almighty God prefers or the particular one which 
alone He is the Author of. It is left to the people to ‘choose. 

In all other respects the American people do things in a busi- 
ness-like way, and brush aside sentiment. If one form of Protes-

THE LATEST. RELIGIOUS. STATISTICS 


The United States Government is just sending 
out its report on the Religious Census gathered in 
1916, and it contains the following interesting statis- 
tics: 

There were in the United States (in 1916) 227,487 
,churehes, attended by 41,926,854 people, alte an 
average membership of 184 persons to each congre- 
gation. 

There were 17,484 Catholic churches, attendetl by 
15,721,815 people—an average membership of 904 
persons to each parish. 

The Methodist Episcopal church, with 3,71 
members—126 people to each 
29,349 churches. 

According to the Government Census Catholics 
constitute 37.5 of the total church membership in the 
United States, and this membership is almost evenly 
divided between men and women; to be exact, it con- 
sists of 48.9 male and 51.1 female. The general aver- 
age for all churches is 48.9 male and 56.1 female. 

The. value of all church property in the United 
States in 1916 was $1,676,600,582—an investment 
equal to only one-half the amount collected by one of 
the smallest Liberty Loan Drives during the war. 

The value of all Catholic Church property is listed 
at $374, 206, 895, against which there is a debt of 
$68,590,459, 

The total expenditures of 
1916 were $328,800, 999. 
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7,783 
congregation—had 


all-denominations in 
The total expenditures of all 
Catholic churches and institutions were $72,358,136, 
averaging $4.50 per member. Of this total only 
$31,716,201 were expended for running expenses, verl- 
fying John D. Rockefeller’s contention that the Catho- 
he Church can make a dollar farther than any 
other institution. 

The Methodist Episcopal church, with a member- 
ship only one-fourth as large as that of the Catholic 
Chureh in this country, expended $43,993,681, or 
nearly $12.00 per member. 

All the churches in the country spent $47,473,981 
for Benevolences, under which head is included Home 
and Foreign Missions, Education, Ministerial Relief, 
etc., etc. Catholics spent $3,930,000 for such work; 
the Methodist E piscopal church spent $7,927,026. 

There were, in 1916, 191, 796 ministers of, all 
creeds, among them 20,287 Catholic priests, of whom 
only 11, 482 were occupied w ith pastoral w ork. This 
means that it takes ten ministers to serve as many 
people as it takes two Catholic “panel The average 
salary paid to ministers was $668 a year; the average 
salary paid to Methodist Episcopal eisdihete was 
$1,22: 3; to Catholic priests $703.
